1. TASS "ANNOUNCEMENT" APPEARING IN IZVESTIYA EVENING 
OF JUNE 8 AND PRAVDA JUNE 9 IS CONSIDERABLY SHORTER, LESS 
DETAILED, AND SOMEWHAT LESS THREATENING TOWARD THE US 
THAN THE TASS ENGLISH ITEM CARRIED ON THE TASS WIRE LATE 
JUNE 8. 

2. THE FIRST PARAGRAPH OF THE TASS ENGLISH ITEM IS DUPLI 
GATED IN THE SOVIET PRESS, BUT THE REST OF THE ENGLISH 
VERSION IS COMPRESSED EOR THE SOVIET DOMESTIC AUDIENCE 
INTO TWO RELATIVELY SHORT PARAGRAPHS. OMITTED FROM THE 
SOVIET NEWSPAPER VERSION ARE SUCH DETAILS AS OUR "BRICK- 
ING UP THE ELUE," ALLEGED POSSESSION BY THE SOVIET SIDE 

OF SAMPLES OF US ELECTRONIC APPARATUS, THE SOVIET THREAT 
OF PUBLICIZING "DOCUMENTARY MATERIALS" AND TAKING 
"APPROPRIATE MEASURES" IF SOVIET DEMANDS ARE NOT MET. 
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3. EOR THE DEPARTMENT'S INFORMATION, THE FINAL TWO PARA- 
GRAPHS OF THE TASS ITEM AS PRINTED IN THE SOVIET PRESS 
READ AS FOLLOWS: 

(BEGIN QUOTE) IN THIS CONNECTION THE USSR MINISTRY OF 
FOREIGN AFFAIRS MADE A REPRESENTATION TO THE US DEPART- 
MENT OF STATE. THE REPRESENTATION POINTS OUT THAT STAEF 
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MEMBERS OF THE AMERICAN EMBASSY DESTROYED HEATING FACILI- 
TIES OF A NEIGHBORING SOVIET APARTMENT HOUSE AND DAMAGED 
A PROTECTION SYSTEM, WHICH REPRESENTED A PURELY DEFENSIVE 
MEASURE IN CONNECTION WITH INTELLIGENCE AND SUBVERSIVE 
ACTIVITIES OE AMERICAN SPECIAL SERVICES. 

THE REPRESENTATION NOTES THAT THE SOVIET SIDE HAS CONVINC 
ING EVIDENCE SHOWING THAT SPECIAL POSTS HAVE LONG BEEN 
CONDUCTING EROM THE US EMBASSY BUILDING RADIO-ELECTRONIC 
INTELLIGENCE WORK TO INTERCEPT COMMUNICATIONS LINES, 
INCLUDING RADIO TELEPHONE CONVERSATIONS. SOVIET COMPETENCE 
ORGANS POSSESS ORIGINAL INTELLIGENCE ASSIGNMENTS AND 
OPERATORS' LOGS OF THESE POSTS. THE REPRESENTATION CON- 
TAINS THE DEMAND FOR THE IMMEDIATE ENDING BY THE AMERI- 
CANS TO THE UNLAWFUL WORK, FULL RESTORATION OE THE
